A HEAP. 


VILLAGE OF WELSH EXCITED 


SURVIVING MEMBER OF FAM- 


ILY PROSTRATED. 


Welsh, La., Fefb. 26.—Business has 


been practically suspended iu this 
little town on account of the murder 
of the six members of the Earl fam- 
ily. The 'body of L. S. Earl, father 
of the murdered 
iboys, 
lias been 


found in a ditch near his home, with 
the throat cut and .the body far gone 
in putrefaction. There is every evi- 
dence that the murders were com- 
mitted as part of a prearranged plot. 
The home of Ward Earl, three miles 
from here, was some distance from 
that of his father's. 
The evidence 


goes to show that Ward Earl was 
first murdered and that his father 
was then summoned from his home 
and murdered. Mrs. Earl left a 
piece of sewing on the machine in 
her home when she left the house 
and the three children had scattered 
the cards with which 
they were 


playing1 about the floor. When the 
bodies were found 
they had been 


piled iii a heap, with the exception 
of that of L. S. Earl. The only pos- 
sible motive which can be conceived 
was robbery. Miss Maude Earl is 
in a critical condition. 
Her mind 


seems to be affected by the shock 
to such an extent that she cannot 
realize the extent of the tragedy. 


The reported arrest of the suspect 


ed man in Missouri has not been 
confirmed as yet. 
The funerals of 


the six victims will take place this 
afternoon.

the police commissioners I assumed 
a whole lot. I felt that I was right 
and to know that the supreme court 
says that my action was justifiable 
as of more satisfaction to me than 
anything collected with the case. It 
leaves the two departments in the 
hands of the local "board of safety, 
where they 
properly "belong 
and 


gives me more authority to "better 
.the departments than I could have 
had under a commissionership, and 
m'ore 
than 
I cared to exercise 


under 
the 
conditions 
existing 


since I have been mayor. You can 
say for me, however, that I will lose 
no time or energy and I hope no 
judgment in placing- the police and 
fire department of Fort Wayne on a 
level with any departments of like 
kind in tho -west, to say nothing of 
the state. I will endeavor to com- 
ply with the principle of non-par- 
tisan employment in departments 
connected with public safety." 


R. B. Dreibelbiss seemed to be on 


Easy street when he read the last 
sentence of the dispatch. "I don't 
know," said he, how this will affect 
my case. I 
felt all the time as 


though the amendment would stand, 
notwithstanding the fact that a flaw 
was discovered 
in the waterworks 


matter. The supreme .court has made 
its decision and that is the law nnd 
that is all there is to it. In my case 
I think there are different conditions 
and the fact that .the decision on the 
municipal judgeship was not handed 
down simultaneously with the police 
decision, makes it look to me as 
though there are parts of the amend- 
ments that are going to stick and jf 
any stfck I think the judge propo- 
sition will." 


THE HISTORY OF THE FIGrHT. 


Very soon after the charter amend- 


ments became law Governor Durbin 
made the appointments the amend- 
ments gave him power to make in 
Fort Wayne. He appointed William 
Geake and Charles Bash, republicans, 
and A. B. Tventman, democrat, to fill 
the offices of commissioners of public 
safety. 
When the commissions of 


these gentlemen arrived they ap- 
peared at the city hall to file their 
legal bonds with the city comptroller 
as required by fche charter. 
Comp- 


troller (now mayor) Berghoff refused 
to accept the bonds on the ground 
that the law under which they were 
appointed 
was 
unconstitutional, 


later the governor appointed Robert 
B. Dreibelbiss, republican, to the mu- 
nicipal judgeship of 'Fort 
Wayne. 


The safety commission's affair was 
in abeyance until after the municipal 
elections in May, when Mr. Bergfooff 
was elected 
mayor. He appointed 


Joseph V. Fox comptroller and to 
him the commissioners 
again pre- 


sented their ftonds, -which were de- 
clined on the same ground Mayor 
Berghoff had preferred when comp- 
troller, Th« CRM then went into the 
c0«rt«, 
when 
the 
coutoifficmwrt 


sought to lumi tatff* O'Bourk*, of 


the circuit court, issue a mandamus 
to compel the comptroller's accept- 
ance of the commissioners' 
bonds. 


Similar action was taken with re* 
spec't to the bond of Mr. Dreibelbiss, 
appointed municipal judge, the dem- 
ocrats meanwhile having nominated 
and elected that official in the person 
of George W, "Louttit, who has con- 
tinued to serve 
in that 
capacity 


since. The judgeship is still pend- 
ing iu the supreme court. 


After hearing the arguments in 


the case Judge O'Rourke took tho 
matter under advisement for several 
days. The claims of the police com- 
missioners -appointed 
by Governor 


Durtohi were presented by the flower 
of the Allen county bar, including 
such eminent jurists as Ju'dge R, S. 
Taylor, J. B. Harper, Vesey & Hea- 
ton, the Leonards and others who 
were called into counsel. 
The de- 


fendants, Fox and the city adminis- 
tration were represented by City At- 
torney Shambaugh, James -M. Bar- 
rett and Judge Zollars. When Judge 
0?Rourke arrived at a decision he 
called iu counsel 
in the icase and 


-found for the defendant Fox, stating 
that after reviewing the case from 
every standpoint and in view of the 
supreme court decisions on practic- 
ally the same questions he was con- 
strained to deny the writ of mandate 
asked for. 
In the delivery of his 


opinion he went -rather exhaustively 
into the merits of the case and sup- 
ported his decision by frequent refer- 
ence to constitutional and 
civil 


rights cases previously decided in 
upper courts. -The attorneys for the 
plaintiffs gave immediate notice of 
appeal, filed their bill of exceptions 
and in 'due course of time the trans- 
cript was delivered to the supreme 
court, where it rested until today. 


The case was argued before the 


supreme court last fall and it was 
confidently expected that a decision 
would be handed (clown late in No- 
vember. 
Charges of dilatory prac- 


tice were ma'de by partisans of both 
parties, 'but were promptly denied 
by the principals and attorneys on 
both 
sides. 
When, 
the 
supreme 


court adjourned for the holidays it 
was given out that a decision would 
be reached immediately upon the re- 
convening of the court on January 
7, but that date came and passed 
without any news from the seat of 
justice. Once or twice since, grape- 
vine announcements were made that 
the amendments had been confirmed 
•but they failed to take root and grow 
/to proper dignity and as the days 
passed and grew into weeks the re- 
publican 
adherents 
commenced to 


slowly and reluctantly admit that 
there seemed to be something wrong 
and that the chances for the affirma- 
tion of .the police commission feature 
of the amendments were not so fa- 
vorable as they appeared last year 
and quite recently the most sanguine 
partisans 
commenced1 ,to express 


doubt. 


THE AMENDMENTS. 


The charter for the city of Fort 


Wayne was amended in many im- 
portant particulars by the la&t leg- 
islature at the behest of the republi- 
can managers of this city. The fea- 
ture of the amendments particular- 
ly affected by the decision of the su- 
preme court today is that relating 
to the board of safety. The amend- 
ment rtook from the mayor of Fort 
Wayne the power to appoint such 
board and lodged such appointing 
power with the governor. It is the 
province of this board to control the 
police and fire departments and make 
all appointments pertaining to those 
departments. 
These commissioners 


of public safety were appointed for 
four-year terms. 
The act provides 


that the 
commissioners may dis- 


charge not "over 50 per cent, of the 
present fire and police forces without 
trial and that thereafter members 
may not be discharged 
except on 


trial and never on political grounds. 
The board was given- power to fix 
salaries within certain 
prescribed 


limitations and also the number of 
men employed and it was the duty of 
the common council to make requi- 
site appropriations. 


Other amendments were those pro- 


viding for a municipal judge at a 
salary of $1,000 per year; the first 
judge to be appointed by the govern- 
or for four years, 
.to 'be succeeded 


by an elected judge; the appointment 
of a health commissioner at 'a salary 
of f 1,500 to take the place of the 
board of health; reducing the salary 
of the mayor from $2,500 to $1,000 
per year; making the city clerk the 
clerk of the boards. Other unimport- 
ant details of administration were 
affected by amendments.

Bliss, Oscar S. 


Straus, General Brackett and Carl 
Schurz. Following the prince as he 
entered the 
room 
-were Admiral 


Evans and1 Admiral Von Tirpitz, Ad- 
jutant General Corbin, Ambassador 
Holleben and the other members of 
the suite. All were in full uniform, 
the prince wearing the German ad- 
miral's uniform with a wide orange 
sash and decorations. 


The mayor received the prince just 


after he crossed the threshold of the 
"governor's room/' and they shook 
hands. 
The members of the suite 


grouped themselves about while Gen- 
eral Sickles and Carl Schurz were 
specially 
presented 
to the prince. 


The board of alderman having been 
officially notified of the arrival of 
the prince President Cantor, of the 
borough of Manhattan, and the vice 
president went to the 
governor's 


room and were presented to Prince 
Henry. 


The entire party then started for 


the chamber. The prince's suite pre- 
ceded him and took seats at the right 
of President Fornes, of the board of 
aldermen. 
As soon as they were 


seated the prince entered on the arm 
of President Cantor, who formally 
iutioduced him to the board of al- 
dermen, and President Fornes briefly 
acknowledged the introduction. The 
prince was led to a place at the right 
of President Fornes, his two attend- 
ants standing at his right, while the 
mayor moved to the left of President 
Fornes with Admiral Evans beyond 


him. 
When they had taken their 


places President Fornes said: 


"Your Royal Highness, 
Prince 


Henry, of Prussia, it is my especial 
honor to request his honor, the may- 
or of New York, to tender you the 
resolution passed by this body grant- 
ing you the freedom of the city." 


Thereupon the 
mayor formaLy 


presented the resolution 
and in a 


speech spoke of the charter granted 
the city of New York by Governor 
Dongan in 1686 nnd added: 


"The freedom of th« city which is 


now to be conferred upon you has not 
veiy often been granted in all our 
history. If it be now in fact but a 
form of words, it is a form that sig- 
nifies 
high 
regard 
and genuine 


friendship for him upon whom it is 
bestowed." 


THE PKINCE BEPLIES. 


Prince Henry replied: 
"Mr. Mayor, I am most grateful 


for the lurid reception I find hcra in 
this house as well as for the very 
kind words you express on this occa- 
sion. I am fully aware of the fact 
that it is an exception that a mem- 
ber of my family should' have been 
offered the'freedom of the city of 
New York. I may add that I am 
proud of it. It is the flrst city which 
so many from the old world going 
over to the new world meet and see. 
It is a city which has been an asylum 
for many of my countrymen. It is 
*~I am aware of the 'fact—the center 
of a country of commerce. 
I was 


deeply touched by the 
reception 


which I found on the day of my ar- 
rival as well as the day .when I drove 
to the cty hall.

THE AMENDMENTS. 


The charter for the ci'ty of Fort 


"Wayne wns amended iu many im- 
portant particulars by the last leg- 
islature at the behest of the republi- 
can managers of this city. The fea- 
ture of the amendments particular- 
ly affected -by the decision of the su- 
preme court today is that relating 
to the board of safety. The amend- 
ment took from the mayor of Fort 
Wayne the power to appoint such 
•board und lodged such appoiutiug 
power with the governor. It is the 
province of this board to control the 
police and fire departments and make 
all appointments pertaining to those 
departments. 
These commissioners 


of pu'blic safety were appointed 
four-year terms. 
The net provides 


that the 
commissioners may dis- 


charge not "over 50 per cent, of the 
present fire and police forces without 
trial and 
that 
thereafter members 


may not be discharged 
except on 


ti-ial and never on political grounds. 
The board -was given power to fix 
salaries within certain prescribed 
limitations and also the number of 
men employed and it was the duty of 
the common council to make requi- 
site appropriations.

viding for a municipal judge at a 
salary of $1,000 per yenr; the first

has personally expressed to Mr, 
Eddy, who is now in this country, 
Ins appreciation of his ccriduct and 
of the skill 'and energy with which 
he acted in the initial stages of the 
attempt 
.to release the 
captive. 


Whether Mr. Eddy will return to 
Constantinople or not is for himself 
to decide, but if he does not care to 
return to his post the state depart- 
ment will provide for (him otherwise 
in .the diplomatic service. 


The department finds iit impossible 


this moment to determine upon the 
next step to be undertaken in, this 
case. There is reason to suspect that 
pledges have been given by Miss 
Stone and by -the rescuing agents 
which will very much complicate any 
efforts to secure the punishment of 
the brigands. 
If no such promises 


have been given then the state de- 
partment will very .promptly call 
upon both Turkey and Bulgaria to 
pursue these brigands to the point of 
extermination.

Henry of Prussia Visits Wash- 


ington-Is Received at White 


House by President. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 24—Prince 


Henry of Prussia find suite, accom- 
panied by the welcoming delegations 
from both the president and the Ger- 
man embassy, arrived here at 10:20 
o'clock this morning, promptly on 
schedule time. The trip from Balti- 
more to Washington was -without in- 
cident. In the outlying districts of 
Baltimore crowds gathered to watch 
the departing train and at several 
points from there onward there were 
little groups at the stations .past 
which the train sped. No stops were 
made until this city was reached. 


MET THE PBINOE. 


Secretary of 'State Hay, Secretary 


of the Wavy Long, Assitaiit Secretary 
of State Pearce, who had immediate 
charge of the arrangements at the 
depot, and Count Quadt 
and two 


other attaches from the German em- 
bassy awaited the arrival of the train 
at the depot. They remained in an 
improvised reception room, the walls 
o^ which were heavily draped with 
intertwining American and German 
flags. The atmosphere was redolent 
with/the fragrance of flowers. The 
embassy officials were in full uni- 
form. A bugle call by a cavalryman 
stationed outside announced the ar- 
rival of the train. It was halted just 
outside ' the depot, 
the engine de- 


tached and the cars backed to a posi- 
tion opposite the reception room, 
midway down the train shed. The 
welcoming party passed quickly .into 
the prince's car and informally ex- 
tended to' him the' welcome to the 
city.

Just before 
the embassy door stood a guard of 


POWDER PLOT AT CRIPPLE CREEK 


Six Assay Offices Blown Up by Raiders and Much 


Property Destroyed and many Lives 


Put in Peri!. 


Victor, 
Col., Feb. 
24.—Cripple 


Creek is in a state of terror owing 
to a preconcerted attack upon assay 
offices doing "business in the district. 
Beginning- at 3 o'clock this morning 


• and following in rapid succession, 
six explosions wrecked as many as- 
say offices in the centers ranging 
from Victor to Cripple Creek and up 
to Goldfield. "In every instance tlie 
object sought by the incendiaries was 
accomplished by the destruction of 
the offices with 'their fine equipment 
of delicate balances. 


The raiders did not hesitate to 


jeopardize life, as all but one of the 
buildings were occupied by sleeping 
families. As it was men, women and 
children were hurled out of their beds 
by the shocks and serious injuries in- 
flicted. The full extent of the dam- 
age cannot be estimated. 


In this city the Davenport office 


was wrecked by two explosions, in- 
volviiiig a loss of fully $13,000. Al- 
most at the same time the assay of- 
fices of Vanderwalker, 
Morgan & 


"Williams were treated likewise.. The ! 
loss was approximately as large as 
Davenport's. One man, a miner, was 
severely injured in the explosion at 
Williams' office. He was passing at 
the moment of the explosion. Flying 
debris struck him in the face, gash- 
ing his eyes and may result in total 
"blindness. 


la Cripple Creek Benjamin's assay 


office, north of the Florence and Crip- 
ple Creek depot, was blow.n up. In 
tte town of Goldflelcl, about a mile 


and a half north of here, almost si-

TAKES UP A FORT WAYNE CASE 


ATTORNEY GEHEBA1 TAItLOR 


ON GAMTISHEE MATTER. 


Writes to Prosecut'or Emrick Urging 


Enforcement of La-w Against 


Selling Claims. 


Attorney General Taylor is endeav- 


.oring to secure a rigid enforcement of 
the Indiana law against selling 
claims against laboring rimen in .this 
state for 'the'purpose of -garuisheeing 
his wages in another_state.. .Railroad 
men have been 'the worst, sufferers 
from the practice, and an Indianap- 
olis dispatch 
says that while the 


cases have been, less frequent, the 
attorney general has been unable to 
stamp out the practice in -Fort Wayne 
and he has sent the following letter 
to E. V. Emrick, prosecuting attor- 
ney of Allen county, calling his at- 
tention, to the situation: 


"I am again in receipt of a letter 


from Mr. Kinzie Kimmel, a conduc- 
tor on the Pennsylvania railroad in 
your "city, and with whom I used to 
work on the road, who informs me 
.that a claim eleven years old against 
him lias been sent to "West Virginia 
to be garnisheed, and fthat tthe wages 


one 'hundred other railroad men 


Lave been likewise gamisheed. 
"It is an outrage that this is being 


carried on in your, city and it is 
strange that it is being carried on in 
your city alone in Indiana. .This as 
against the positive criminal statutes 
of the state and it seems to me that 
you could stop it. I wish you would' 
vigorously take up this matter. Cer- 
tainly a level-headed jury will 'have 
no trouble in finding that these 
claims have been sold for the purpose 
of garnishment >and that the people 
who sold them, knov it. . 


"Railroad men, like everybody 


else, ought to pay their just debts, 
and railroads, as a rule, see to it that 
their employes pay their just debts. 
But here is a garnishment against 
Kimmel's wages for a claim that has 
bean barred by the statute of limi- 
tations for years. A garnishment in 
such a case is an outrage. In order 
to defeat tho claim Kimmel would 
have to employ a lawyer in W*st 
Virginia and then take testimony, 
which would incur an expense a 
great many times the amount of the 
claim, which in Ms case amounts to 
$12.50. 


"This law applies to other labor- 


ing men as well as railroad men. 
These garnishment proceedings ren- 
der the laborer defenseless, for he 
cannot afford, to employ lawyers in a 
foreign state, pay for depositions, 
etc., for the small sum involved. 


"I have 
written to you before 


about this and I sincerely trust that 
you will stop this iniquitous prac- 
tice."

NO CHANCE GIVEN TODAY TO 


TAKE UP MATTER. 


(Washington, Feb. 25.—The most 


important development today in con- 
nection with the Tillman-McLaurin 
episode of last Saturday was the act 
of Senator Frye, (president pro tern- 
pore of .the senate), in ordering the 
clerk of the senate to restore the 
names of the two South Carolina sen- 
ators to the senate roll. If the pres- 
ent plan is carried out this act will 
be followed -by .the adoption by the 
senate of a resolution 'before a vote 
on any other subject is taken, prac- 
tically endorsing the action1 of the 
president pro tern, in ordering their 
names erased 
and suspending the 


bwo senators for some definite time. 


The order of Senator Frye, for the 


restoration of the names to the roll 
twas issued almost immediately after 
;he senate convened today and was 
the result of a general conference 
among1 the republican leaders of the 
senate. When asked for an. explana- 
tion of this order, Senator Frye said: 


"In. my ruling- yesterday I he- 
ieve that I was strictly -within: parl- 
ameutary law; that senators in con- 
empt 'are no't entitled to recognition 
•ither to speak or <to vote and that 
Ogically their names should not be 
ailed. I still adhere to that opin- 
on, hut, desirous of shifting 
the 


esp'onsibili'ty from the chair to the 
eiiate, I have directed the •clerk to 
estore to the roll (the names of the 
two senators from South Carolina." 


"When asked if the result of this 
,otion would be the recognition. o£ 
ither of the senators to either vote 
r speak, Senator Frye replied Uh'at it 
would not and that was a qxiestion 
'inch must be decided toy the senate, 
[e declined, however, to state how 
he question would foe 'brought to the 
attention of the senate.

"Foi-d knew that he was fatally in- 
jured and he requested his friends to 
not telegraph to liis family, statr 
ing that Mrs. Ford would be unable 
to make the journey to Lawton. at 
this time an'd that lie did not want 
"to cause her any more grief than pos- 
sible. 
This explains the de)ay. in 


getting the sad news to the family. 


Mr. Ford was horn July 4, 1836,

The old battle flag carried by Gen. 


Anthony Wayne, better known as 
"Mad Anthony," in -his campaigns 
against the Indians in the Indian up- 
risings late in the eighteenth cen- 
tury, is now owned by Dr. G. P. 
Moore, of Wabash, says the Plain 
Dealer. 


A partial history of the flag is nil 
hat has ever been ascertain able un- 
il last week, when a complete his- 
ory of it was gleaned from Kil-so- 
,uaw, the Indian squaw who figured 
,s a prominent party in the Roche vs. 
Revarre land title case, which was 
ried in the local courts. T3ie pres- 
nt owner 
of the flag became its 


possessor in 1885, having purchased 
t from an Indian named Dickinson, 
ince dead, who at.that time lived in 
Miami county. The Dickinson fam- 
ly had been in possession of the flag 
or many years, having claimed to 
have gotten it from an 
ancestor. 


Further details in regard to the his- 
tory of the flag1 could never be learn- 
ed until recently, when Kil-so-quah, 


irough her interpreter, Gabriel God- 


froy, told the story of the flag- from 
the time it was given to the Indians 
until all trace was lost of it, which 
was about the time the Dickinson 
family became the possessors. 


The story told 'by Kil-so-quah, who 


'.s ninety years of age, and who was 
a principal in the treaty of 1832, is 
as follows: 


About the time of the battle on the 


Maumee in 1794, 'by an order from 
General Washington, the flag was 
given to an Indian chief named She- 
mock-e-nish by General "Wayne and 
it was given as an emblem of peace. 
Shortly after the redskins had pro- 
cured the flag it was given to a rela- 
tive of Kil-so-quah and later to her. 
Some time after the flag disappeared 
and when an investigation was made 
to determine the whereabouts of the 
relic, the rightful owners were in- 
formed that it had been 
burned. 


Since then Kil-so-quah 
entertained 


this belief, which was only dispelled 
when she was 3hown the time-treas- 
ured relic in the Wabash court room 
a few days ago. She held the flag in 
both hands during the telling of the 
narrative and as she finished it was 
carefully folded 
and 
with .tear- 


dimmed eyes she lianded it back to 
its owner and expressed a willing 
desire that he keep it. 
The flag is 


made from homespun linen and con- 
gists of thirteen red, white and blue 
stripes. In an upper comer is the 
name of A. Wayne. 
Several bullets 


have found their way through the 
banner, as many bullet holes indi- 
cate. 
All linen thread is used in 


the sewing of the stripes. The flag 
measures about four by five feet and 
is regarded as a very valuable relic 
of former days by the doctor. 


Kil-so-quah is the only survivor of 


the famed Indian chief Little Turtle, 
she being a granddaughter. She still 
resides on ground given her people 
near Boanoke by the treaty of 1812. 
She is the oldest living- squaw in the 
state and an interesting character.

In the 
ladies' coach were a lady and her 
two children from Decatur and sev- 
eral gentlemen, one with a crippled 
leg and another with a broken arm, 
and these people crawled 
through 


the windows in making their exit 
from the overturned car. The wreck 
crews from this city and Richmond 
were called to the scene and were 
soon busily engaged in clearing' the 
tracks and replacing the rail which 
had been torn up by the derailed 
cars. 
Supt. J. W. Hunter went to 


the scene of the wreck and from him 
It is learned that the trouble was 
caused by the front 
truck on the 


engine tank breaking' and catching 
on to the -wing- rail at the switch at 
that point, pulling1 up the track for 
several yards.

During his examination he answered 
questions in. a manner that could be 
emulated to advantage toy older crim- 
nals.

LOSSCS ARE HEAVY. 


The fire started and consumed the 


armory of the Seventy-first regiment, 
New York national guard, a fine 
granite structure, which, "with its 
equipment, 
cost. -$650,000. 
The 


names communicated with the Park 
Avenue hotel, where, a financial loss 
of $100,000 was inflicted. 


Shortly before 1 o'clock the- fire 


was discovered bursting from the 
roof of the 
Seventy-first 
armory, 


Park 
avenue and 
Thirty-fourth 


street. The flames ha'd gained tre- 
mendous headway and by the time 
the firemen arrived on the sceue it 
was impossible to do anything to- 
ward saving the magnificent build- 
ing. 
Several -times flames were com- 


municated to the car barns of the 
Metropolitan street railway, but as 
often extinguished. The heat of the 
burning armory*1 became more and 
more intense and shortly after 2 
o'clock flames were discovered run- 
ning along the windows and wood- 
work of the fifth floor at the north- 
east corner 
of the Park 
Avenue 


•emoving the inmates 
of adjacent 


louses on the cross streets. 


BUSHED TO THE WINDOWS. 
Frightened occupants of the hotel 


soon appeared at every -window and 
nauy were rescued by means of lad- 
ders set up by the firemen, In some 
unexplained manner fire got into the 


eiit of the elevator shaft and 


ate its way 
upward 
to the roof, 


ffost of the damage to the hotel was 
done in rooms surrounding the ele- 
vator shaft. 


In the Tieadquarters <of the Fifth 


nigade in the Thirty-fourth 
and 


?ark avenue quarters of the armory, 


large quantity 
of ammunition, 


)oth blank and bullet cartridges, was 
stored. These cartridges soon began 
;o explode and added to the intense 
excitement. 
Shortly after these ex- 


ilosions had ceased the wall of the 
Thirty-rthird street side fell inward. 
This crash was followed by the ex- 
plosion of about one thousand pounds 
of powder stored in the basement of 
the armory. The detonation was ter- 
rific, but tlie firemen had been warn- 
ed of the danger and none of them 
was injured. 


Ambulances were called from every 


iospital in the district and the fire- 
men turned their entire attention to 
the hotel. A line of hose was quick- 
ly rushed up to the third floor, while 
scores of guests were taken from the 
windows by other firemen on -the out- 
side. 


SEARCHED FOR OUESTS. 


The firemen inside found that the 


hotel was rapidly filling with smoke- 
and the firemen for a time dropped 
their hose and hurried through every 
portion of the building in search of 
guests who might have been over- 
come by smoke. Their search, was 
rewarded, for on nearly every floor 
and in the hallways scores of per- 
sons were found -who had been over- 
come before they could reach..the 
open air. 


Hospital records show that twenty- 


six persons were .taken to the New 
York 
an'd 
Bellevue institutions. 


Nearly double that number were in- 
jured in their 
panic-stricken 
en- 


deavors to escape and were given 
medical aid on the spot. 
Of 
the 


scores taken from the windows of 
the third, fourth 
and -fifth floors 


many were slightly burned and were 
hysterical from shock. 


Of the dead three were 
women, 


Death in each instance was caused 
by burns or suffocation, with one ex- 
ception. One man Jumped from, the 
fifth-story window to the inner court. 
His skull was crushed and death was 
instantaneous. 


ENGINES AWOKE GUESTS, 


When the fire started in the _arm- 


'ory scores of guests in the Park ave- 
nue wci-G^awakened by the;clang of 
the 
engines and 
crowded -to the 


hotel windows. 
It was about 
45 


minutes after flames were discover- 
ed in the armory before they spread 
to the hotel, but an spite of this 
many of the guests 
were in 'their 


rooms, dressed in their night clothes 
and some of them were in bed. The 
firemen, as soon as they learned tha 
the hotel -was in danger, decided to 
devote all of their efforts to the res- 
cue of its occupants. 
Men and wo- 


men appeared at the wondows of the 
Park avenue side <of the hotel and 
called for help. Mrs. Charlotte Ben- 
nett and her husband Harold, of Al- 
abama, stood on a ledge on the fifth 
floor, just over the portico over the 
main entrance to the hotel. 
Mrs 


Bennett was terror stricken and 
screamed again and again for some 
one to rescue her. 
Her husband 


grasped her, and from the crowd o: 
thousands gathered 
in the stree 


there 
were shouted 
warnings no 


•to jump. When it was seen that sue 
was determined io jump, the firemen 
gathered in a circle 
and stretched 


out their arms. 


LEAPED FIVE STORIES. 


With a final desperate effort Mrs 


Bennett -wrenched herself free from 
her husband's grasp, and with r 
piercing scream flung herself int 
the arms •ot the waiting firemen fiv 
stories below. 
When she Jumpec 


from the ledge on which she and he 
husband had stood the flames wer 
licking out of the window behind he 
and around her form. The inside o 
the room was all in flames. Mrs, 
Bennett struck in the arms of tb 
firemen. Her weight caused them t 
sag and the -woman struck the pave 


where she died. Her husbaud, when 
Mrs. Bennett jumped, fell back into 
the room. He was not seen, after- 
ward and it is believed that he was 
burned or suffocated to death. 


A HORRIBLE DEATH. 


Col. Charles I. Burdett, ot Connec- 


ticut, met death in a terrible man- 
ner. 
His body, with the skull split 


open, was found lying in the court- 
yard within the hotel. He had fal- 
len at least six stories. 
Col Bur- 


dett had 'a room on the eighth floor 
of the hotel. When the alarm of fire 
reached him his escape was cut off. 
His room faced the court in the cen- 
ter of the hotel. Apparently he had 
dragged the mattress from his bed 
and dropped it to the roof of an ex- 
tension over the hotel dining room, 
several stories below.

together, 
he 


.made a rope 'and secured 
it to the 


window, - When . his 
preparations 


were complete—they must have been 
finished in a few moments—he low- 
ered himself on the improvised rope 
and then dropped. His design was 
to land on the mattress and thus 
have the frightful fall broken.

niscalculated the distance, went be- 
ond the extension aud was killed. 
Father Smith, a flre chaplain, 
ouiul Bishop Ludden, of Syracuse, 
i a room on the seventh floor of the 
otel and helped him to the street. 
3ishop Ludden told the firemen then 
hat there were a number of priests 
n the hotel, including Mgr. Ken- 
edy, also of Syracuse. Father-Smith 
eturned into itlie' building, fought 
is way through the smoke and up 
ne stairs, and conducted the priests 
own the stairway to safety. 


AGED WOMAN'S BODY. 


The firemen in searching the hotel 
ound the body -of a Mrs. McManus, 
n elderly woman. 
It was found 


the elevator shaft and was so 


oadly burued as to be almost unrec- 
gnizable. Charles U. O'Connor and 
Fred S. Hoby died of their injuries in 
lie hospital to which they .were tak- 
n. Their deaths and the finding of 
Irs. McManus' body increased the 
number of known dead to eighteen. 
)ne of the bodies awaiting identifi- 
ation. was recognized by Henry
